Gov. Daniel Walker had a 
brief but busy stay in the Quad- 
City area Friday, reviewing a 
food stamp distribution 
program at the Madison Post 
Office and then congratulating 
the state Class A basketball 
championship team, the Venice 
Red Devils, at Venice High 
School. 

Walker arrived on-time at 10 
a.m. Friday at the Madison 
Post Office and made a brief 
statement on the new food 
stamp disbribution program. 

“We are beginning a major 
new program to help those 
people in need," he asserted 
before a gathering of local 
citizens in the post office lobby. 

“The purchase of food stamps 
has become a necessity for 
thousands of people, first as a 
result of a skyrocketing in- 
flation and now as a result of a 
deepening recession. 

“What worked several years 
ago,-no longer. works and the 
state is responding. 

“Until now, food stamps were 
available at the one public aid 
office in Madison County, at 
Alton, 

“The Department of Public 
Aid has worked out an 
agreement with postal officials 
and food stamps will be 
available at 10 post offices in 
Madison County — in the main 
post office in Granite City, at 
the Nameoki station, here in 
Madison, in the Alton main post 
office, Collinsville, Highland, 
Edwardsville, Wood River, 
Bethalto and the upper Alton 
station.

Wharf area 
sale covers. 
9-acre site 


A four-acre riverfront site 
and a triangular five-acre 
inland tract are to be sold to the 
Tri-City Regional Port District 
under a plan authorized 
Thursday by the Bi-State 
Development Agency board. 

Operated here by Bi-State 
since 1954, the wharf and 
shipping terminal includes a 
dock at the Chain of Rocks 
Canal harbor, warehouse 
facilities, roads, railroad 
trackage, storage areas and 
cranes and other cargo- 
handling equipment. 

The $730,000 sales price is to 
be paid by the Port District over 
a ten-year period, 

Under a ten-year 
memorandum of agreement, 
the district will recognize the 
Bi-State Agency as regional 
coordinator of port: planning. 

The river terminal sale 
avoids a potential Bi-State 
Agency conflict as both a port 
operator and a planning body 
for the half-dozen St. Louis 
metropolitan area ports. 

Agreement by Tri-City Port 
officials to a ten-year period for 
the coordinating and promotion 
program Thursday led to a 
unanimous vote by Bi-State 
commissioners authorizing the 
sale. A span of three to five 
years had been discussed 
earlier. 

Still pending is an East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
resolution outlining the Basis for 
individual coordinating pacts 
between Bi-State and various 
port authorities. 

Tri-City Port representatives 
consented Thursday to 
designate Bi-State as the 
primary recipient of local river 
terminal operating profits to 
meet the scheduled wharf 
payments. 

Another condition agreed to 
calls for Bi-State auditors to 
have access to the records of 
such  revenue-producing 
operations. 

The nine acres of property 
involved in the transfer are 
situated in the southern half of 
the widened canal section that 
serves as the local harbor. Tri- 
City Port occupies the northern 
half of the harbor with docks 
and liquid and bulk commodity 
storage structures. 


The harbor is situated im- 
mediately north of the Granite. 
City jocks, which form the 
southern end of the eight-mile 
Chain of Rocks Canal built 
during the late 1940s. , 

The canal serves as the main 
channel of the Mississippi River 
between here and the Alton lake’ 
area. 

Port officials believe con- 
solidation of.,the entire harbor 
into a single jurisdiction can 
lead to expanded barge-train- 
truck shipping, storage and 
processing activity in the Quad- 
Cities, bolstering regional 
economic cooperation 

Robert J. Baer, Bi-State 
executive director since Sep- 
tember, described the action as | 
“the culmination of a lot of hard 
work.” Negotiations had been 
conducted over a period of 
many months

a postal stamp — that means no 
long lines to wait in. 

“I hope that those people who 
are eligible will avail them- 
selves of the stamps,” Walker 
concluded. 

The Madison County past 
offices officially began 
distributing food stamps March 
3. Madison and Monroe counties 
were the first counties to par- 
ticipate in the program. 

Gov. Walker said the 
distribution program using post 
offices was worked out by a 
nine-member citizens’ com- 
mittee and “it could not have 
been done without the 
cooperation of post office of- 
ficials. 

“What you see here is in- 
tergovernmental cooperation to 
help those who need help,"’ the 
governor commented. 

One woman asked Walker if 
the number of Department of 
Public Aid caseworkers could 
be increased to avoid problems 
in qualifying for food stamps. 

Walker said he was not 
familiar with that problem, but 
has ordered that an eight-page 
questionnare prepared by 
applicants be trimmed to one 
page and simplified. 

“That is just one part of the 
thorough overhauling un- 
dertaken for the food stamp 
program,” he explained. 

The governor eluded a 
question by the same woman 
whether toll-free telephones 
could be provided to 
caseworkers. 

Walker explained that ap- 
plications for food. stamps 
cannot be taken at the post 
offices, but those who have 
already qualified can obtain the 
food stamps locally. 

He added that several states, 
including Michigan are using 
post offices for food stamp 
distribution centers. 

Applica,tions are submitted 
at Public Aid offices, including 
one in Alton. 

Asked if Madison County 
officials had been influential in 
convincing the state to adopt 
the new food stamp distribution 
plan, he replied that Madison 
County officials and post office 
officials here cooperated and 
went “all the way out for this.” 

He cited the city of Venice and 
the area chapter of the National 
Association for the Advan- 
cement of Colored People for 
their efforts.

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A ‘‘bombshell”. legal ruling by 
Illinois Attorney General William J. 
Scott last week is still sending shock 
Waves around the state and Madison 
County. 

The basic opinion issued by Scott 

- is that in accepting county board 
election in November 1974, .board 
members forfeited their right to hold 
such offices as township supervisor. 
If upheld, the ruling will directly af- 
fect Granite City Supervisor Nelson 
Hagnauer, Nameoki Supervisor 
Louis: Whitsell and Chouteau Super- 
visor Walter Sparks, among many 
oO . 

e elected to present four-year 
county board terms in November 
1972 are not immediately affected. A 
key date is Sept. 5, 1974, when a new 
state law expanded the powers of 
townships. 

The legal opinion cites the cumu- 
lative effect of developments affect- 
int local-level government since 
adoption of the 1970 Illinois State 
Constitution. It also notes ‘“‘ex- 
pansion of powers and functions of 
townships as a separate entity apart 
from the powers and functions of the 
county board.”’ 

It is said there is an “‘unavoidable 
conclusion that the offices of town- 
ship supervisor and county board 
member must now be considered in- 
compatible.”’ There is ‘concern with 
respect to possible conflict of in- 
terest involving the increased power 
of counties and townships to con- 
tract with each other’’—overlapping 
roles that “‘invite a clash of

obligations. « 

“Each unit of government owes to 
its respective citizens far greater in- 
tensity and scope than that which 
existed under prior laws. A person 
acting in a dual capacity cannot 
fully or fairly represent the interest 
‘of both governments with respect to 
contracts between such government 
units,” it is contended. 


Undoubtedly there: is some merit 
in this line of reasoning, but it also 
has seemed that the chief officials of 
local townships were well-equipped, 
by virtue of their town duties, to 
know the needs of their areas. 
Because of this“ awareness, they 
were able to translate it into more 
effective county legislation, it has 
been argued. 

The political impact of the ruling 
also is considerable. Board Member 
Hagnauer, for example, now may be 
confined to representing a single 
county district rather than the entire 
township. 


He had demonstrated his ability to 
win elections consistently in both the 
big and small areas, and the fact 
that he also was supervisor may 
have contributed to his success in 
seeking the positions of both County 
Board chairman and chairman of

Regardless of the outcome, there 
will be intense interest in the court 
deliberations that will decide 
whether last week’s ruling is to be 
upheld and implemented. 


-Merger of wharf, port facilities can be a boon to area 


Many positive ramifications are 
being predicted for the scheduled. 
transfer of Granite City wharf 
facilities from the Bi-State Develop- 
ment Agency to the Tri-City 
Regional Port District. 

Established in the early 1950s, Bi- 
State’s river terminal occupies the 
southern portion of the widened har- 
bor area of the Chain of Rocks 
Canal, main channel of the 
Mississippi River. Docking and 
cargo facilities created later in the 
northern harbor area are operated 
by the Port District. 

The Bi-State Agency board 
decided unanimously Thursday to 
sell its nine-acre site for $730,000, to 
be financed from future revenue- 
producing activity at the wharf. The 
Tri-City Port District in turn con- 


sented to a ten-year memorandum 
of agreement under which Bi-State 
will coordinate port planning in the 
St. Louis metropolitan region. 

Warehouse space, railroad tracks 
and cargo handling equipment are 
involved in the transfer. In addition, 
many of the port area shipping tran- 
sactions' are expected to be sim- 
plified and streamlined through 
operation of the entire harbor area 
by a single agency. 

Net effect is expected to be an.in- 
tensification of river-rail-highway 
shipping, storage and processing, 
‘bolstering this region’s economic 
growth. 

The sale is a major milestone for 
this community.

- other would get in the 
«picture too, if it were permitted. 
There would be a wave of 
‘branch openings and buy-outs of 
existing small banks. 
We would end up with a 
handful of huge financial: 
Mmonsters impersonally 
deciding the fate of local 


communities. 

The present system, in which 
the local bank is generally 
owned and run by local people 
interested in and 
knowledgeable about the local 
community, seems much 
preferable to us. 

It has been shown in the case 
of Franklin and a few other 
recent large bank crises, that 
these giants are apt to get so big 
that the management can lose 
track of a significant piece of 
the business, such as the 
speculating in overseas 
currency exchange that got 
Franklin into hot water.

With elections coming up on 
April 1 and April 15, we are 
again hearing a great deal 
about vote fraud and voting 
irregularities. e 

The question is, ‘‘What can 
the average ‘citizen do about 
this?” 

An alert citizenry is the main 
guarantee for clean elections. 

Vote fraud is a conscientious 
intent or action aimed at 
depriving a voter of his right to 
vote or to falsely alter actual 
votes cast, This can be ac- 
complished in some very ob- 
vious ways, such as vote 
buying, chain balloting, and 
ghost voting. 

Vote buying consists of 
someone offering money to a 
voter, usually as he approaches 
the polls. 

Chain balloting is a method of 
vote fraud whereby someone 
passes a ballot, already 
marked, to a voter entering the 
polls, . 

Ghost voting is voting in the 
name of a deceased person or 
under a fictitious name, or at an 
address that doesn’t exist. 

Another’ way vote fraud is 
carried out is by altering the 
figures during the tallies. 

What can the average citizen 
do about it? 


If a-voter knows what should 
not be happening at his polling 
place, much of the vote fraud 
could not take place. 

Here are eight common 
danger points any. voter can 
identify: i 

1. If you see money changing 
hands near the polls between 
precinct captains or com- 
mitteemen and voters. 

2. If you see someone passing 
a folded piece of paper to a 
voter, who hides it on his per- 
son. 

3. If you hear someone giving 
an address of a place that you 
know is an empty lot. Or, if you 
know a person doesn’t live at 
the address which he lists, 

4. If you see more than one 
pair of legs in a voting booth, 
except under these cir- 
cumstances: If a disabled 
person signed an affidavit 
requesting assistance, he may 
have a friend or two judges of 
election (one from each party) 
assist him in the voting booth. If 
a person is ifliterate and 
requests assistance and signs 
an affidavit, one judge from 
each major party may join him 
in the booth. 

5. If you see’ electioneering 
within 100 feet of a polling place. 

6. If you see someone drinking 
liquor in the polls. 

7, If you do not see election 
judges representing both major 


parties in the polling place. 

8. If it appears that the judges 
of election are not in control of 
the polling place. As where, for 
example, a precinct captain or 
committeeman is giving orders 
to the judges, 

If you spot any of the above, 
report it immediately to the 
policeman at the polls if one is 
present, or call the State Board 
of Elections. 

What often is considered vote 
fraud are merely voting 
irregularities that result from 
misunderstanding of the rules, 
misinterpretation of the law, or 
malfunctioning of a voting 
machine. 

These, too, should be called to 
the attention of the State Board 
of Elections. 

In order to serve the elec- 
torate with dispatch, we are 
available during elections in our 
offices in Springfield and 
Chicago. We have a field staff 
which can respond to voter 
inquiry in any local area.

Portell draining sewage into ditch 


To the Editor: 

Will we have open ditch sewer 
lines to the city treatment plant 
at the Army Depot next—as the 
“lesser of two evils"? 


The Granite City street 
superintendent has raised this 
possibility by pumping raw 
sewage into the stormwater 
drainage ditch that runs 
through the Sixth and Seventh 
Wards, leading to Horseshoe 
Lake. 

The state environmental 
authorities say, ‘‘No more 


sewage is to go into our 
waterways.” I guess the next 
step will be to run a few ditches 
straight to the sewage treat- 
ment plant 

‘This would eliminate sewage 
running into the streets at St. 
Clair Avenue and Nameoki 
Road and Amos Avenue. 

Such open ditches might be 
considered by the street 
superintendent as the lesser of 
two evils. After all, it could be 
seen when cleaning. was 
necessary, like the storm ditch 
on East 23rd Street. 


This might truly be the lesser 
of two evils, compared to the 
present bypass pumping near 
Johnson Road at the Nameoki 
drainage ditch. There, an 
overflow pipe for raw sewage 
was installed by the Granite 
City street department to drain 
into the stormwater ditch. 

This pipe was installed by the 
Granite City street superin- 
tendent—not by the mayor, not 
by the aldermen and not by 
citizens.

SPRINGFIELD — Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley was 
the big winner. 

But the big loser was not 
among his three opponents in 
the Democratic mayoralty 
primary. 

It was Gov. Daniel Walker. 

It wasno secret beneath the 
Statehouse Dome that Walk- 
er's forces were hopeful that 
the mayor would come out of 
the primary with at least a 
political bloody nose. Private 
polls had told them he 
couldn't be beat. 

Daley’s massive 400,000 
plus plurality, his garnering 
of about 60 per cent of the 
vote and his machine's effec- 
tiveness in virtually destroy- 
ing Republican mayoralty foe 
John Hoellen by ousting him 
from his aldermanic seat, 
must have been a crescendo 
of despair for Walker and his 
top aides. 

At the Capitol there has 
long been a feeling that Walk- 
er was itching to get into the 
mayoralty campaign. He 
would have liked to have 
taken an.active role in sup- 
port of Daley’s top: chal- 
lenger, Alderman William §.

Had not private as well as 
public polls consistently 
shown Singer a decided loser, 
Walker would have un- 
doubted]y publicly endorsed 
him. Nothing would have 
pleased the governor more 
than to have been credited 
with helping Singer score an 
astounding upset or at least 
come close to toppling Daley. 

Had this been the case 
Walker would have reaped a 
wave of national publicity 
and his presidential ambi- 
tions would have become a 
serious matter. Now he goes 
on the back burner. 

Daley’s resounding victory 
stamps him once again as 
Mr. Democrat in Illinois. It is 
Dick Daley who is No. 1. Not 
Dan Walker. 

Even worse for Walker, 
Daley's smashing victory 
makes Walker's hold on the 
governorship more precari- 
ous than ever. He must now 
be rated as the underdog in 
what looks like a vicious 
Democratic gubernatorial 
primary next year. 

Daley's organization, the 
last of the nation’s big city 
political machines, has once 
again demonstrated that it is 
alive and well.

But beneath the Statehouse.- 
Dome in recent weeks it has 
been the Dixon star that has 
been rising. His smashing re-, 
election victory last Novem- 
ber in which he ran) well 
ahead of the top-of-the-ticket 
candidate, U.S. Sen, Adlai E. 
Stevenson, has vaulted Dixon 
into prime consideration for . 
1976. 

In fact he is regarded as an 
active candidate for the 
nomination. He must have 
followed the returns from 
Chicago with as much relish 
as Walker did with disap- 
pointment. 

Dixon is in the unique posi- 
tion of being one of the few 
prominent Downstate Demo- 
crats who has never been in 
trouble with Daley. They 
have consistently had a 
friendly if not close relation- 
ship. 


If Daley really wants to 
scuttle Walker-next year, as 
most Statehouse Democrats 
think he does, Dixon is the 
ideal tool.

Budget hearings Tuesday 


Public hearings on three 
Quad-City area township road 
districts’ annual budgets will be 
held tomorrow. 

Nameoki Township voters 
will review a tentative 1975-76 
highway department budget 
totaling $191,300, up $4,600 from 
last year’s budget. The hearing 
will begin at 7 p,m. tomorrow in 
the Nameoki Town Hall, 4250 
Highway 162. 

Chouteau Township voters 
will consider $132,420 budgets 
which are $53,420 higher than 
last year’s budgets. The 
primary reason for the increase 
is a new 16.5 cent tax per $100 
assessed valuation which the 
voters approved at last year's 
annual meeting. 

That tax allows a $47,000 
budget for the permanent hard 
road fund where no such ac 
count has existed for several 
years. 

The Chouteau Township 
general road fund budget was 
increased from $69,900 for the 
1974-75 fiscal year to $70,420 in 
the proposed new document. 

One item expected to be 
questioned in the general road 


fund budget is a $1,500 ap- 
propriation for equipment shed 
rental. The township con- 
structed a new garage with 
federal revenue sharing funds 
and no rental is required. It is 
believed the appropriation was 
carried over accidentally from 
last year. 

The Chouteau Township 
equipment and building fund 
budget is $5,000 and the Illinois 
Municipal Retirement fund 
budget is $10,000 

The Chouteau Township 
public hearing on the road and 
bridge budgets will begin at 7 
p.m. tomorrow at 825 Thorngate 
Drive, Mitchell 

Venice will conduct public 
hearings on both the regular 
town budget and the road and 
bridge budget. 

‘The hearing on the road and 
bridge fund budget, totaling 


$35,735, will be held at 7 p.m.,, 


and the hearing on the town 
fund and general assistance 
budgets, totaling $172,193, will 
be held at 7:30 p.m.
